COMING TOO CLOSE 


Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 7.—Seven­ 
ty five per cent of the fire insurance 
companies that withdrew from the 
state in June today agreed to resume 
business immediately. 
Tile agreement followed a confer­ 
ence between Attorney General Bar­ 
ker, representatives of the insurance 
companies and E. F. Goltra. demo­ 
cratic national committeeman. 
It is 
said this means the end of the in­ 
surance war in the state. 
The basis of the settlement is that 
the attorney general made a stipu­ 
lation to the companies, in which he 
held 
that 
the 
chief objectionable 
clause of the Orr insurance law was 
unconstitutional and promised that if 
county prosecuting attorneys institut­ 
ed proceedings against the companies 
based upon that clause he would dis­ 
miss the cases. 
After the representatives 
of 
the 
companies received this opinion of 
the attorney general, they prepared 
a circular letter to the insurance com­ 
panies advising them to resume busi­ 
ness in Missouri without delay. 
The settlement 
is 
welcomed by 
business interests all over the state, 
following a stringency because of the 
difficulty in getting insurance. 
The 
attorney general 
signed 
no written 
agreement, 
the 
stipulations 
being 
purely verbal. 
The general features of the agree­ 
m ent as to the return of the compa­ 
nies w ere determined in a conference 
held here last 
week 
between

McBride, statistician for the bureau 
of vital statistics, compiled figures 
yesterday showing that there w’ere 
16,571 births and 9,759 deaths during 
the months of April, May and June 
in Missouri. 
Th© same months last 
year gave 161 more deaths. 
Discussing his report, Mr. McBride 
said: 
“All forms of tuberculosis resulted 
in 1,254 deaths or 12.7 per cent of the 
total for the quarter. 
For the same 
period in 1912 there were 1,396 deaths 
from tuberculosis, or 142 more than 
the present year, indicative of the 
effective fight, being waged against 
the ‘white plague’ by the state board 
of health through its secretary, Dr. J. 
A. B Adcock, and the Missouri Anti- 
Tuberculosis society. 
“(’ancor caused 515 deaths during 
the months of April, May and June, 
of eighteen compared with 
the first quarter of the present year 
and a decrease of seven compared 
with the second quarter of 1912. 
“A marked decrease is noted in 
deaths 
from 
epidemic 
meningitis 
during the second quarter of 1913. 
com pared with the same period for 
1912, which was 240 and 54, respec­ 
tively.

Hampton Falls, N. II.—As the years 
Ko by, New Englanders realize more 
fully what a rich heritage they have 
in claiming John Greenleaf Whittier 
as their own poet. 
He drew his in­ 
spiration from New' England sources 
—from old legends and 
traditions, 
from scenes in the hardy lives of 
primitive people and from the depths 
and sweetness of nature. 
Whittier had no store of 
d e e p ly 
grounded education to draw upon. He 
had no memories of travel in old and 
classic lands. But he could find in the 
everyday familiar scenes in his native 
New England as poetic beauty and 
suggestion as others sought where 
Theocritus sang in Sicily, or Catullus 
on the shores of Lake Garda in Italy. I 
From the purpose and hope which J 
brought the pilgrims of the Mayflower 
to these shores, to a New England 
husking party, Whittier could write 
poems that had imaginative charm. 
In his verse there may be found a 
complete history of New 
England 
events and the lives of persons who 
played a part through historic days. 
Whittier was one of the striking fig­ 
ures in the days of the civil w*ar, and 
in reading his poems of that period 
there comes a keen realizing sense of 
what that mighty struggle meant to 
those who lived during its progress. 
His “Snowbound” was written in 
18CG, and in this masterly piece of 
simple verse the poet left abiding 1 
pictures of his mother, his sister 
Elizabeth and his Aunt Mercy. 
Whittier was devoted to his mother, 
and she lived till her son was ft**;y 
years old. Between him and I**.? sister 
Elizabeth there was entire sympathy 
and the s'r ingest affection.

SENATORS FAVOR GOOD ROADS 


Growing 
Belief 
That 
G overnm ent 
Should Concern Itself With C o n­ 
struction of Highways. 


National roads come in for repeated 
reference in the senate debate re la t­ 
ing to the post office appropriation 
bill. 
It is evident that there is a 
constantly growing belief 
that 
the 
federal 
government 
before 
long 
should concern itself with the con­ 
struction of trunk line reads, thus en­ 
couraging and macing 
more 
con­ 
venient the great flood of interstate 
travel. 
During the debate in the senate 
Senator Swanson of Virginia made 
this comment: 
“We a r e now con­ 
fronted with the proposition whether 
the federal government shall or shall 4 
not extend aid for the development, 
improvement, and 
construction 
of 
highways. 
The time has arrived, or 
will very soon arrive, when the peo­ 
ple of the United States will demand 
that the federal government shall ex­ 
tend proper aid. 
Whatever may be | 
tho views of some, it is a question that 
must be inevitably met, and one that ! 
cannot be shirked. 
When a govern - 1 
men! comes to extend aid for roads!si 
there are two ways by which it can! 
be done: 
It ran furnish the money 
and construct the road itself, or it 
can aid, stimulate and lend induce­ 
ment to the local authorities to do 
the work of road construction and I 
improvement.” 
Senator Heyburn of Idaho believes: 
“When the government enters upon 
this class of work It should be for 
the construction of roads up to the 
standard of the highest use, not all at. 
one time, but continuously and grad­ 
ually; not roads one part of which 
would be worn out before the other 
was constructed, but a system of pro­ 
gressive construction that would re­ 
sult within a reasonable time in a 
system of permanent good roads.” 
Senator Williams of Mississippi is 
a contender for first class construe-J 
tion. 
Said he, “You must make one I 
road good, then you must make an­ 
other good, and then a third and then 
a fourth. 
There 
must 
be 
some. 
scheme whereby they could be done 
with fairness to the states and the 
several sections of the country.” 
Senator 
Lodge 
of 
Massachusetts 
contends: “If w'e are to enter upon 
the policy of federal aid in good roads \ 
it will involve an 
expenditure 
of, 
more millions than the Panama canal 
cost, and it ought to be done only 
after most careful consideration and 
on a broad, w'ell understood, well ar­ 
ranged plan, so that for the millions 
expended we may get value in the 
return wre desire Iii good roads.” 
Senator Bourne, of Oregon, who is 
chairman of the senate committee on 
postoffices and postroads, said: “I am 
heartily in favor of good roads. 
My 
opinion is, however, that wre have not 
sufficient ’mformation to take intelli­ 
gent action as to the best method of 
procedure.”

PROFIT IN ASPARAGUS 


One of Most Remarkable Vege^ 
tables Grown for Market.

wore.

For a year or more 
before 
the 
death or disappearance of McCann, 
Bennett says that he was well ac­ 
quainted with him, sufficiently so to 
intrust him to place a daily bet on 
the races then going on in St. Louis. 
McCann may be dead now’, he says, 
but he believes that if he is dead he 
died recently. He believes that Jam es 
Ma brey, arrested a few’ years ago at 
Council Bluffs, was McCann, as the 
published 
description 
tallied 
with 
McCann’s characteristics. 
Bennett was a voluntary witness. 
“I had not been in San Francisco 
long,” said Bennett, ‘‘and was w alk­ 
ing along M arket street, when I saw 
McCann a few* steps ahead of me. 
I hailed him and tried to catch up, 
but the crowd was dense and he got 
out of sight before I could speak to 
him. 
“There could be no doubt as to his 
identity, for I knew’ him well and 
could pick him out of any kind of a 
crowd. 
“The thing was a frame-up, accord­ 
ing to my belief,” he said, “between 
McCann and Barrington to secure in­ 
surance money. 
McCann was to dis­ 
appear and a planted corpse was to
